Many collectors are interested in 
air mail atampa, but few know the 
origin of alr muails, 

They were firat carried by French 
neronnuts, who maintained com- 
munications hetween Paris and the 
remainder of the world during the 
siege of Paris by the Prussians in 
1570-71, These mails were carried 
by balloons, und ne speeial air matl 
stamps were issued, 

The first special air mail stamp 
was Issued by the Italian Govern- 
tment on May 2), 1917, for an ex- 
perimental service between Turin 
and Reme. ‘hese atemps arc rare, 
as only a very few were used. 

Later on various countries com- 
meneed air null routes, 

Japan commencet nn alr mail 
service between ‘lokyo and Osaka 
on October 4, 1919, but it was 
abandoned owing tu: unfaveurnble 
weather conditions.

The Right to Die. 


ra , 


HE modern world is neither static, nor retrogressive, It is posi- 
tively progressive. And man, in bulk, for all, his seeming 
lethargy and backwardness, is increasing the tempo and lags not 
to-day tar behind the times. Man (the word is used in its compre- 
hensive sense) has established his right to freedom of life and 
thought — as near us such freedom can be established. Choice ot 
vocation is his; choice of u mute is his; choice of ‘con- 
tinuation of that relationship is nis; choice of procreating 
children and Jimiting their number is, very nearly, his: And now, 
once again, with renewed vigour, is he asserting his right to die, 
if he happens to be the victim of a malady which is imcurable, 
ively one of these choices 1s un “elementary buman right,” put 
each, ut some time-or another, and for some reason ur unotner, was 


partered away or forcibly taken away — in other words, of these 
rights he was ropbed, despolled, in some causes. under false prevences, 
‘Jne ngnt nas 
peen long and severe, and tne wattic is not yet won. sndeecd, the 
pattle seemingly will never cense, in attempong to appreciate tie 
nght we have put to refiect on such aspecis gr ine clmpulgn us 
trcedom trom religious: domination, divorce, LWInYNL sivep, ana 
virth control to mention a few. ‘ 

And now, a8 we said betore, mun is seeking to estublish his 
right to die, under curcumstinces. ‘J'nis right, 10 a8 argued, 18 “nov 
contrary to true morality,” and, it seems to us, tne rignt cannot for 
tong now be withheld from him. ‘he Jatest to make the petition Ib 
vr. C. Killick Millard, of Leicester, und the petition is to pe rouna 
contained in the text of a presidential adaress delivered to tne 
Society of Medical Otiicers ot Health in October. ‘Lhe pertinent 
portions of the address are to be found at the foot of the adjacent 
column. A perusal of them will be necessary for a just apprecia- 
tion of the comments made in this column. 

The doctor has raised a poignant question, and it is unlikely 
that an “answer in the affirmative’ will be given for yet many 
years to come. That it may be given finally we believe not to be 
beyond the bounds of possibility. We shall not be dogmatic and 
say that it will be given. That the right will not be conceded with- 
out violent opposition he is quite right to anticipate. Indeed, the 
strength of the opposition, and to some degree its tenor, was re- 
vealed to him in tne course of his address, when Dr. Lydia Leney, 
assistant medical officer of health, St. Pancras, loudly interjected 
the comment, “Horrible! Horrible!” and left the room at the end 
of the meeting, protesting her objections. If we recollect aright, 
much the same was. said In the intant days of twilight sleep, birth 
control and divorce, Horrible! Horrible! however, in itself, Is 
no argument against the establishment of the right. It is but a 
conventional, expression of sentiment, and sentiment is frequently 
irrational and unreasonoble.. Nevertheless, it is an obstacle not 
easily to be surmounted, but it is an obstacle which finally gives 
way under pressure — in this cause it will be the pressure of en- 
lightened thought. : 

We note the precautions which the doctor proposes should be 
taken before the “Lethal Cup” is-called for and placed within reach 
and sight of the pationt. He proposes that the patient should obtain 
leave to die under medical certificate and strict official regulations 
which would ensure an Indopendent witness of authority to the 
patient’s sincere desire for death. Yet, how can such precautions, 
or any precautions, avail to avoid abuse? Many sufferers are not 
capable of a settled judgment, or of judging for themselves at all. 
The onus of deciding whether a man should be put to death, in 
fact, whatever the safeguards, would be thrown upon:his doctor. 
These questions have been raised by a commentator.. They can- 
not be lightly turned aside. It is thls clement of abuse and its 
elimination, ar, at any rate, its control that will be one of the major 
difficulties to be overcome. But beciuse there are difficulties, and 
very great. ones too, need not deter us and, we feel sure, will not 
be permitted to retard tho establishment of this:right to man. It 
should also be borne in:mind that, with the Movelopment of en- 
lightened thought, the clement of abuse may be expected to shrink, 
becauas the idea of abus6, in itself, is a reflox of unenlightened

THE RIGHT TO DIE. 


Responsible Medical 
Man’s Submission, _ , 
THE “LETHAL CUP.” 


In hia presidential address to tho 
Society of Medical OMeers of Health 
in London {n October, Dr.-C. Killick 
Millard, of Leiceator, said that tho 
Increased mortality from cancor—a 
notorjously painful disexac—mado 
the timo opportune to consider 
voluntary eithanasin (casy death), 
and the question of making {t legal 
subject to proper safeguards. 

“Our proposition merely is,” he 
declared, “that individuals who hav 
attained tv. years of diseretion, and 
who are suffering from an incur- 
able and fatal disease, which usually 
entails a slow and painful - death, 
should be allowed by law—if they 
so desire, und if they have .com- 
plied with tho requisite conditions 
—to substitute for tha slow and 
painful death a quick and painless 
one. : 

Not Merely Mercy. 


“This we submit, should be re 
garded not merely as an act of 
mercy, but as a matter of slomon 
tary human right. It fe difficuit to 
sec, if properly safeguarded, that 
It would be in any way contrary to 
the higheat interests of the com- 
munity as o whole.” ; 


“Assuming that the time has 
come when the applicant, having dis- 
cussed the matter with those near 
and dear ‘to him, and with his 
apiritual adviser, decides to act upon 
his permit, he | will send word to 
the practitioner concerned and ar- 
range date ‘and other details, Tho 
procedure for administering 
euthanasia would be governed by re¢- 
gulations to be made by the Home 
Secretary or Minister of Health. 
No doubt alternative methods would 
be approved, and these could be 
varied from time to time os experi: 
once made desirable. : 


The “Lethal Cup.” . 


“In the present state of vur know- 
ledge the usual method of cholco, 
where the patient was able to 
swallow, would probably be a lethal 
(narcotic) draught, which might be 
given in.a special utensil, the ‘lethal 
cup.’ A prescribed procedure would 
have to be followed, which .would 
include an express statement by the 
cuthanisor as to the object of the 
draught, and a direct queation to 
the applicant as to whether he was 
quite sure that he wished to anti- 
cipnte death. If his anawer were 
in the affirmative the lethal cup 
would be hgnded to him or placed 
within hls reach. In cases where 
the patient was unable to swallow, 
the lethal dose could be administer- 
ed hypodermically. | 


“An Sndopendent and official wit- 
ness would need to be present, and 
only persons: of a certain etatus— 
By magistrates, clorgymen, 
solicitors, or doctors, would 
eligible for this duty. 

“Euthanasia having been accom- 
plished, the euthanieor would fill gnd 
sign the necessary certificate on & 
prescribed form, and this would 
then be counter-signed by the 
official witness. This certificate, 
which would state the fatal disease 
from which the deceased had suffer- 
ed, and would specify euthanasia 16 
the mode of death, would take tho 
place of the ordinary medical cer- 
tificate for purposes of registration 
of death. 


Changing Public Opinion. 


“At first, no doubt, the numbo 
of persons who would take advant- 
age of the Act would not be large, 
possibly very small. By degrees, 
however, a8 people becamo ac- 
eustomed to the idea and prejudice 
broke down, and aos public. opinion 
came to regard. cuthanasia as oO 
courageous, rational, and often very 
altruistic course, the numbers would 
increase. 

“Doubtless, as in the case of 
cremation, the movement would be 
helped forward by the example sot 
by a few outstanding men and wo- 
men, distinguished in the spheres 
of science, philosophy,-art, and ro- 
Hglon.” . 

Dr. Millard described the further 
preceduro and safeguards embodied 
in tho bill he had drafted, to be call- 
ed the Voluntary Euthanadla 
(Legallsation) Bill They would 
include: i 

_ A cortificate from an official 

.medical roferee that the ap- 
plication had been ° Investigated 
and the case was u proper onw to 
‘be granted a permit.’ : 
Permits to be granted by a 
Court of. Summary Jurlsdictlop 
sitting in camera.

AM frequently asked: “Which 
js the more important at the 
bridge table—luck or skill?” I 
always say: “Luck to win games; 
uk} to er oy them.” 

Mathematicians refuse to ac- 
knowledge the existence of luck and 
jusfat that cards ° equalise them- 
selves in time. Admitted. But in 
what space of time? 

In the days of whist 1 kept nc- 
count of the high cards and trumps 


denlt me for 6,000’ consecutive deals | 


at the Cherry Diamond Whist Club, 
New York, now the Knickerbocker. 
Instead of 20,000 court cards, I held 
only 14,608; but instead of 16,250 
trumpe, I held 17,092. 

A Lucky Hand. 
. Every ecard playor knows some- 
one who Is continually lucky, Tho 
mathematician says it will not last, 
Why should it change? 

Those famillar with London may 
remember a money-changing kiosk 
outside Charing Cross Station, 
known as, Hand's. Playing at 
Simpson’s, on the Strand, Mr. Hand 
had established his reputation ass 
groat card holder at whist in 1889, 

At the National Liberal Club 
_Jn 1903 he was a big winner at 
bridge, and told me that if he 
were to lose every rubber ho 
played until the end of his Hfe 
he would still be hundreds of 
pounds nhead. 

He died in 1917, 
holder: to the last. 

The Inte Bryant McCampbell, one 
of the greatest bridge players in the 
world, was famous for hia luck 
even more than for his skill, aa 
the luck was more widely known. 

In a ‘ret match’ at the Racquct 
Club in St. Loula, four years ago, 
he took Drummond Jones for ao 
partner and played a set match 
“against Mark 'Tungate and Roy 
Sargent, of Los Angeles, for two 
dollars a point. : 

St. Louls won twenty-eight 
rubbers out of the thirty 
played, worth more than elgh- 
teen thousand dollars, There 
was supposed to be Httle to: 
chooso jn the matter of skill by 
those who arranged the match.

Duffers Who Win—And Why. 

It fs a common remark that tho 
duffers In the clubs always win, 
heeause they have such good tuck. 
The explanation is that the duffers 
who are unlucky give up the club 
yume, while the lucky ones stay 
with it becnuse they are lucky. It 
is the survival of tho fittest, or 
natural eclection, whichover you 
plenae, he 

The skilful player keeps on 
because he enjoys the game, 
win or -lose. 

At the bridge table, luck appears 
in various ways. You may cut bad 
partners. You may hold bad cards. 
You may continually finesse and 
lone; and again, fatl to finesse and 
loso, while another player makes 
the most -atrocfous finesses " nid” 
wing all the time. Your partner 
may’ make some trifling error and 
lone the game. ‘Your opponents 
make an obvious mistake and it 
mukes no difference. Forgottiny 
that dummy’s seven ia the best of 
that sult may make no differerco 
nt. one time; at another it will coat 
the rubber. 

Many players make an error 
at a critical point, and every- 
thing seems to go wrong with 
them afterwards, .game after : 
game, while someone elge 
makes mistakes one after an- ° 
other ond wins every rubber he 
plays. 

You hold an excellent hand every 
now ond then and find your part- 
ner with nothing, You call on five 
average trumps and find five better 
ones in one hand against you. You 
have a close ghoice between a suit 


call and no-trumpa, and whichever | 


you do, you regret. 
When Luck Runs. 

It Is a curlous paradox that while 
nome believe in luck having “runs,” 
others belicve In continual change. 
This persists at the card table just 
as much as at the ‘roulette wheel. 
One player finds red winning: ond 
bets on it to win agulnt another 
jnaista red has won go often it must 
come black now. 

For some atill unknown 
reason, spades were turned up 
for the ‘trump at whist in the 
old days In London clubs more 
than any other suit. 

Players would not bet more than 
two to one against spades being 
turned, Otlers would bet five to 
one that apades would not be turn- 
ed twice in succession during the 
rubber. This fs a bad bet. The 
odds aré-seven to one againat it. 

Luck seems to attach itxelf, 
good or bad, to some persons, 
as cals attach themuelves to 
houses, 

Whims of the Whimsy. | 

Some players believe that be- 
‘cause they have lost during one 
entire week; they are “duc” to win 
noxt week, Brut if they win for 4 
whole week, they Imagine they are 
going to win next week as well. 

Tho number of persons who are 
eager to secure the winning seats 
for the next rubber, and to take the 
winning cards for their deal, is 
legion. : : 

In a London club where this 
superatition in the persistenco of 
luck In seats and cards was vory 
provalont, I uacd to offer a bet of 
half-a-crown against tho acats, ‘or. 
offer to sell the choice when I cut 
it. 

Some porsons cannot bo convinc- 
ed that the rubber just played has 
no influence on the result of the 
onc about to be played, apart from 
the psychological effect on. the 
playors themsclves, If two part- 
vers havo won ton straight rubbora, 

it ia atill nothing but an oven bet, 
that thoy do not win tho cloventh. 
You fancy their luck must change. 
Why should it? 
Luck at tho card table is 
_ elther a fact or a superstition

Aid in Combating 
Forest Fires. 

Ford trimotor Planes during the 
past Summer successfully aided in 
combating fordst fires in the United 
States forest preserves in the North- 
west, according to Information just 
received by the Ford Motor Com- 
pany from N. B. Mamer, operations 
manager of Mamer ‘Air’ Transport, 
air mail.operators, of Spokane. 

Flying over dangerous rugged 
country, through dense emoke and 
in tempestuous alr currents volling 
up from the fires beneath, Mr. 
Mnmer, at the controls of o Ford 
trimotor, powercd with Wright JG 
engines, - repentedly transported 
large: crows of Government. fire 
fighters and thelr equipment from 
‘Spokane to the scene of fires {In tho 
Idnho and the Nez Perce forests 
during. the dry season Into.
